WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—For 
lack of man power, Boeing plants 
in the Pacific Northwest produced 
40 fewer Flying Fortresses last 
month than they could have made 
if men had been available. 

This is a measure of the serious-, 
ness of the man-power shortage. 
Production schedules of combat 
planes were off last month by a 


startlingly high figure which must, 
of course, be kept confidential. 
Some days ago Gen. H. H. Arnold, 
chief of the Army air forces, be- 
came so worried about the decline 
in plane production, present and 
prospective, that he took the prob- 
lem not to Donald M. Nelson, 
chairman of the War Production 
Board, but to James F. Byrnes, 
head of the Office of War Mobiliza- 
tion. 

Arnold is well aware that very 
soon the air war is to be stepped 
up and the demand for planes from 
the fighting fronts will multiply. 
Decisions,taken at Quebec are cer- 
tain to mean more and more 
planes. The duration of the war 
may well depend on whether those 
planes can be delivered when the 
order comes, 

Byrnes Seeks Baruch’s Aid, 

Byrnes put the proviem in the 
lap of his chief assistant, Bernard 
M. Baruch, with a plea to get the 
speediest possible action on it. 
Baruch’s first step was to persuade 
Manpower Commissioner Paul V. 
McNutt to defer drafting all plane 
workers. 

The elder statesman of the war 
program next started in to draft 
a thorough report which would out- 
line a really comprehensive attack 
on the question of men and jobs. 
He felt strongly that piecemeal 
tinkering was no longer of any 
avail. 

Baruch is now completing his re- 
port and will shortly turn it over 
to Byrnes. It is doubtful if it will 
ever be made public. It is known 
to be a scorching document that 
does not spare the blame for past 
failures and lapses. 

Baruch has repeatedly argued in 
the inner councils for simplifica- 
tion of civilian life with standard- 
ization of consumer goods for the 
duration of the war in order to 
conserve man power. Very few 
steps have been taken in this di- 
rection. As compared with Bri- 
tain, for example, we are still 
fighting on the home front a com- 
paratively soft war.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 19. — 
Parliamentary trickery in the Sen- 
ate late yesterday blocked further 
legislative. action on Gov. Don- 
nell’s plea for $2,078,000 in addi- 
tional funds for the Social Securi- 
ty program, by forcing a "Senate 
recess until 11:55-a. m. Monday, 
five minutes before the scheduled 
sine die adjournment of the 1943 


Legislature. 

This means that Donnell’s ap- 
peal for additional funds for social 
security wards of the State, and 
to provide adequate administration 
of the 69-million-dollar social se- 
curity program for 1943 and 1944, 
is dead, unless—as appears improb- 
able—time for final adjournment 
ean be changed. 

The action writes a sorry anti- 
climax to the present session of 
the Senate and House, which were 
recalled from a recess to act on 
the Governor’s emergency recom- 
mendations for additional social 
security funds, =~ 

The House, which last week 
turned down the Governor’s rec- 
ommendations, completed its work 
late yesterday and recessed until 
11 a. m. Monday. 


Senate Coup. 


Senate opponents of the Gov- 
ernor’s program, including mem- 
bers of his own party, executed 
their coup after the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, contrary 
to expectations, reported favorably 
late yesterday on a substitute bill 
including all of the Governor’s re- 
quests for more funds. These rec- 
ommendations were for additional 
allowances of $750,000 for admin- 
istration, $826,000 for aid to de- 
pendent children and $502,000 for 
direct relief. 

When the committee action was 
reported by Senator Paul C. Jones 
(Dem), Kennett, chairman of the 
committee and an opponent of the 
Governor’s proposals, it appeared 
the bill might have a chance of 
final passage through both houses 
in the remaining time before final 
adjournment, 

However, Senator William M. 
Quinn of Maywood, Democratic 
majority floor leader and an op- 
ponent of Donnell’s recommenda- 
tions, promptly moved an adjourn- 
ment until 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
Before this motion could be con- 
sidered, Senator H. R. Williams 
(Rep.), Cassville, opponent of the 
social security administration and 
unfriendly to the Governor, offered 
a substitute motion that the Sen- 
ate recess until 11:55 a. m. Mon- 
day.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Aug. 19 (AP).—The Japanese have 
been bloodily repulsed by a United 
States surface force in their first 
attempt to retake Vella Lavella 
island in the Central Solomons, oc- 
cupied only last Sunday by Amer- 
ican invasion forces. 

A spokesman at Admiral William 
F. Halsey Jr.’s South Pacific head- 
quarters said hundreds of barge- 
borne Japanese troops were killed 
or captured during a frustrated 
landing attempt in the early morn- 
ing hoours of Wednesday. The Jap- 
anese thrus came 12 hours after 
the first American amphibious 
units landed unopposed on this 


gia group. 

Of about 1500 to 2200 troops in 
the enemy force, not more than 300 
succeeded in reaching the island. 
While there has been no ground 
action as yet, the spokesman said 
“unquestionably there are small 
groups” of the enemy roaming 
Vella Lavella, 

The landing attempt was re- 
pelled by a light task force which 
intercepted 20 to 30 Japanese 
barges carrying 75 or more men 
each and a screening force of four 
destroyers. 

In the engagement that followed, 
Allied headquarters said, one Jap- 
anese destroyer probably was sunk, 
another was severely damaged and 
a third was hit. American war- 
ships routed the enemy destroyers 
and then wiped out most of the 
barges. No American warship 
was damaged. A few barges es- 
caped to make landings on the 
northeast coast. 

The Allied communique also dis- 
‘closed that a small United States 
cargo ship was sunk on the same

LONDON, Aug, 19 (AP).—The

LONDON, Aug. 19. — Hitler's 
fortress of Europe faces its most 
serious phase of co-ordinated 
aerial attack through the roof. 

With long-range day and night 
heavy bombers striking at the Ger- 
man war machine from Britain, 
North Africa and the Middle Hast 
on a scale impossible even a few 
months ago, Germany’s 50 key 
cities are now exposed to a soften- 
ing-up offensive which the Ger- 
mans themselves concede to be a 
prelude to actual invasion of all 
Axis Europe. 

Achievements of the United 
States Eighth Air Force and the 
Royal Air Force in the last week 
—Flying Fortress attacks deep in- 
to Germany on the Americans’ 
first shuttle-service flight between 
Britain and North Africa, and 
Tuesday’s unprecedented R. A, F. 
- raid on Peenemuende on the Bal- 
tic—reveal the Allied bombing pat- 
tern as a pincers movement squeez- 
ing German continental targets 
between bombing armadas based 
on three fronts. 

Density of Defense. 

Propaganda Minister Joseph 
Goebbels admits that Germany’s 
greatest problem is Allied bombing 
and he is attempting to quiet the 
increasing alarm over the im- 
pending joint Allied raids against 
Berlin. 

In Tuesday’s attack on Peene- 
muende, R. A. F. heavy bombers 
encountered the greatest Nazi air 
opposition yet met.. The intensity 
of the fighter plane defense— 
which, with antiaircraft fire, cost 
the R. A. F. 41 bombers—leads 
to the belief the Germans thought 
Berlin, less than 100 miles distant, 
was being attacked. 

Photographs taken after the 
American Fortress attacks on the 
Regensburg Messerschmitt factory 
and the Schweinfurt ball-bearing 
plant show excellent results. 

Pace Is Quickened. 

Preliminary reports put the 
number of German fighter losses 
at more than 100. 

This pace quickens hourly. Ger- 
many is on the verge of even more 
terrible pounding. Fighter fields 
in France and the Low Countries 
are being wiped out by Martin 
Marauders covered by R. A/F. 
Spitfires. No part of Germany is 
now free from Allied bombs and 
Berlin looms as a_ high-priority 
target. 

Since January, 75,000 tons of 
bombs have been dropped into 
Axis targets by the R. A. F. alone. 
As one R. A. F. commentator says: 
“We are only at the beginning of 
the technique of destruction of 
great objectives by air power.” 


LOSSES DUE TO USE 
OF LARGER FORCES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
The mounting losses of Allied 
heavy bombers over Europe, the 
Army Air Forces said today, are— 
paradoxically—a sign of increasing 
Allied air might. : 

They mean, said officers, that 
Britain and America are sending 
ever greater aerial armadas to 
blast Germany and German-oc- 
cupied Europe. Numerical losses 
are higher, but the rate of losses 
is not, . 

The comment was apropos of re- 
ports that large numbers of planes 
failed to return from recent raids. 

The R. A. F. reported 41 bombers 
and one fighter lost in Tuesday 
night’s raids against Berlin and 
Peenemuende; the United States 
Eighth Air Force reported 36 heavy 
bombers—a record number for any 
single night’s operation by the 
United States Air Force—one fight- 
er-bomber and five fighters miss- 
ing in its attacks on Regensburg 
and Schweinfurt, and two Flying 
Fortresses were lost in the bomb- 
ing of German air bases near Mar- 
seilles. 

The “Allowable” Rate. 

Do these figures mean Allied 
losses are approaching the “allow- 
able” rate at which bombing op- 
erations cease to be “profitable”? 
Do they mean that German oppo- 
sition is increasing, or becoming 
more effective? The answer is no. 

“look,” said one officer, “what is 
an ‘allowable’ rate of loss? Some 
experts have said it’s 10 per cent 
of the planes sent on a mission, 
others say 5 per cent. In either 
case, it’s just a lot of stuff. 

“Statistically, there is only one 
way to figure allowable loss: You 
can afford to lose as many planes 
and crews as you can replace, pro- 
vided you get through to your 
target. 

“If you need 1000 planes to ac- 
complish your job, and your pro- 
duction is 1000 planes a day, then 
you can lose 1000 planes to reach 
the objective. 

“Are Britain and América able 
to replace their losses? The answer 
to that is obvious—they are re- 
placing them, and also increasing 
‘ the size of their forces.” 

Morale Factor Unknown. 

More important is the morale of 
the men flying and fighting the 
bombers.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19 (AP),— 

German war prisoners in United 
States camps are reading the truth 
about the Nazi party, Hitler and 
the democracies for the first time 
in a German-language newspaper, 
Rudolf Katz, editor of the publica- 
tion, disclosed yesterday. 
The paper, the Neue Volks-Zei- 
tung, a 60-year-old weekly pub- 
lished in New York, was approved 
as prison camp literature by the 
War Department this month, and 
oré than 1000 issues have been 
distributed weekly to about 30 
camps, Katz said. The newspaper, 
he added, was not censored for the 
prisoners. 

Letters received from prisoner- 
readers showed, the editor said, 
that stories about the U-boat set- 
backs and the Italian situation 
aroused their keenest interest. The 
prisoners may read the paper in 
their libraries, purchase it at the 
canteen, or personally subscribe. 


DIEPPE RAID YEAR AGO TODAY; 
LESSONS APPLIED IN SICILY 


LONDON, Aug. 19 (AP).—The 
first full dress rehearsal for the 
invasion of Europe was held one 
year ago today when Canadian 
and British troops, with a small 
sprinkling of Americans, executed 
their spectacular raid on Dieppe. 

A chance encounter with a Ger- 
man patrol boat robbed the raid of 
its surprise element and the Allied 
forces paid a high price for the 
daring venture. Of 5000 Canadian 
troops which~comprised five-sixths 
of the assault forces, 3350 were 
listed as casualties, with 170 dead, 
633 wounded and 2547 missing. 

Valuable lessons, however, were 
learned in the raid, which were 
applied to the Allied landings in 
Sicily and will be put to good use 
again when the invasion of Europe 
is launched. 


MALTA CHURCH BELLS RING 


VALLETTA, Malga, Aug. 19 
(AP.)—With the fall of Sicily, the 
bar on the ringing of church bells 
and the holding of religious pro- 
cessions has been removed here. 


This was one of the reasons, 
border reports indicated, of the re- 
cent conferences between Premier 
Pierre Laval and the German Con- 
sul General in Vichy, Krug von 
Nidda, and other Nazi officials, 
and one of the chief reasons for

The Zurich newspaper, Neue 
Zuercher Zeitung, said it was now 
known that the Nazis had de- 
manded another 300,000 French 
youths for Nazi armament fac- 
tories. The paper added that the 
Vichy Government was reported 
to have refused and the Germans 
did not insist. 

The French Embassy here has 
for the first time referred to Al- 
satians, condemned to death or 
prison sentences recently by a 
German court in Strasbourg as 
“patriots”—something it had never 
before dared to do. 

German three-ton threshing ma- 
chines were recently sent into the 
fields of France to gather the Nazi 
share of the crop. The result, 
French dispatches said, was a cam- 
paign against the equipment which 
was smashed and burned and 
sometimes put out of commission 
by the removal of important parts. 

A Vichy dispatch to the Lau- 
sanne Gazette reported that dur- 
ing the last 24 hours dozens of 
threshing machines had been put 
out of order throughout the coun- 
try. 

A few places where fires in har- 
vested grain were reported include 
Moulins and Clermont-Ferrand, re- 
spectively just north and south of 
Vichy; Montellmar, Poitiers and 
Montauban. 

A Grenoble dispatch to the Ge 
neva Tribune also said partisans 
were recently making an increas- 
ing number of attacks against mili- 
tary stocks sequestered by the oc- 
cupation authorities and entrusted 
to small guards of Italian soldiers.

IN CAVE AT MESSINA 


Civilians Lived for Months in 
Squalor of Jammed Tun- 
nel, Doctor Says.

Dispatches from Sicily said terri- 
fied civilians began emerging to- 
day from caves in the Messina

In one cave which measured 600 
yards in lerigth and 30 feet in 
width, whole families had lived 
for the past six months in pain, 
disease and misery. 

Allied bombers were in the skies 
day and night.

There was no 
disinfectant, very little material 
for bandaging and few surgical 
instruments. 

The doctor told British air force 
officers that the Germans refused 
all professional assistance, con- 
fiscated all medical equipment and 
supplies and even prevented Italian 
hospital workers from lending 
their efforts to alleviate the suffer- 
ing of the dirty, horror-crazed 
people in the cave, 

People died in there—women in 
childbirth, new-born infants, men 
from shock, hunger and diséase. 
Some were shot by the Germans. 

The people said that even tough 
Nazi officers and soldiers began 
losing their nerve as Allied raids 
When 
the Allied field artillery began 
shelling the town, too, they fought 
like wild animals for places in 
the rocky shelters. 


MEDITERRANEAN BEST ROUTE 
INTO EUROPE, REDS NOW SAY 


MOSCOW, Aug. 19 (AP).—The 
Soviet naval commentator Ivan 
Yermashev wrote in the newspaper 
Red Fleet today that the route

NEW POWER OVER 
DEFIANT CONCERNS 


Moves Fast to Bring Up 
Cases of Those Who 
Followed Lead of 
John L. Lewis. 


TWO COMPANIES TO 
APPEAR NEXT WEEK 


Tightened Enforcement 
Result of ‘Sanctions’ 
Order — Policy on 
UMW Undecided.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. 
Armed with the new authority 
given it by the President's execu- 
tive order of yesterday, the Na- 
tional War Labor Board is mov- 
ing fast to bring about compliance 
with its orders by several em- 
ployers who have followed the ex- 
ample of John L. Lewis’ defiance 
in the coal wage case, 

Two of the noncomplying com- 
panies—the Atlantic Basin Iron 
Works of Brooklyn, N. Y., and the 
McGeorge Contracting Co. of Baux- 
ite, Ark.--were directed yesterday 
to appear before the board next 
week and show cause why they 
should not obey the board’s orders. 
Both have resisted the inclusion of 
union-maintenance clauses in con- 


tracts with unions. 

This tightening-up of enforce- 
ment is the direct result of the 
President’s order providing for the 
use of “sanctions” — penalties — to 
compel compliance with the board’s 
rulings equally by employers, 
unions and individuals. 

Penalties for Defiance. 

Defiant employers may now be 
punished by the cancellation of 
priorities or even of war contracts; 
formerly the only punishment 
available was the seizure of their 
plants by the Government, Defiant 
unions may lose such benefits as 
the union shop and the check-off. 
Individuals resisting board orders 
may lose their draft deferments or 
their employment privileges under 
the Government’s job stabilization 
program. 

The failure of the administration 
to penalize the United Mine Work- 
ers for the union’s continuing de- 
fiance of the board’s wage order 
of last June caused the WLB to 
suspend action against noncomply- 
ing employers. Now that steps 
have been taken that will permit 
the use of “sanctions” against 
Lewis and his miners, the board 
feels that an inequity has been 
cured and is proceeding against 
the recalcitrant employers. 

Among those expected shortly 
to be called to account is the 
United States Gypsum Co., the 
chairman of which is Sewell Avery, 
president of Montgomery Ward & 
Co. The latter company accepted 
a union-maintenance order after 
published protests by Avery. A 
similar order affecting U. 8S. Gyp- 
gum is still being resisted. 

Action in UMW Case Undecided. 

The action to be taken in the 
United Mine Workers’ case will be 
determined, it is believed, by the 
miners’ course after the return of 
the mines to their owners. Lewis 
has said that cessation of the pres- 
ent Government control before 
Oct. 31 would “automatically” end 
the arrangement under which the 
miners are now working. Present 
plans call for a considerably earl- 
ier return to private operation. 

If Lewis goes through with his 
implied strike threat, Government 
operation presumably would be re- 
instated, with the miners deprived 
of valuable union benefits. 


UAW Head Criticises New Author- 
ity for War Labor Board. 
DETROIT, Aug. 19 (AP).—Presi- 
dent R. J. Thomas of the CIO 
United Automobile Workers last 
night criticised President Roose- 
velt’s order giving the War Labor 
Board authority to penalize unions 
that refuse to follow WLB deci- 

sions. 

Thomas issued a statement say- 
ing that the board was “conceived 
as a mediation and arbitration 
agency, not as an agency to exe- 
cute sanctions and penalties 
against workers and their organ- 
izations.” 

“To change the WLB into an, 
agency of punishment,” he added, 
“will serve only to undermine its 
ability to carry out its original 
function. It will diminish the 
standing of the WLB in the eyes 
of the strikers. 

“I submit that it is unfair in 
practice, as well as in theory, to 
penalize an entire union or work- 
ers in an entire plant for action 
in which, most frequently, only a 
handful of workers at involved...” 

Thomas said his union was “still 
firmly opposed to any strikes in 
wartime” and was taking steps to 
“prevent strikes or end them in 
the few cases where they take 
place.”

Matheis, who hopes to exceed her 
last year’s 1600-qupart record be- 
fore the snow flies. 

The Matheis family is just about 
as self-sufficient ag a family can 
be in the way of food. Every- 
thing in those jars, from peaches 
and corn to beef soup stock, was 
raised on their farm. A flock of 
about 350 chickens supplies plenty 
of eggs, three cows keep them in 
milk, butter and even cheese all 
winter, and there is plenty of meat 
from the chickens, hogs and an 
occasional steer. 

In the jarsw ere cucumbers, cab- 
bage, beets, corn, green beans, cab- 
bage sprouts, raspberrigs? relish, 
chicken, chicken livers, catsup, 
peaches, chili sauce, carrots, black- 
berries, tomatoes, sauerkraut, peas,

And a lot more Mrs. Matheis 
couldn’t remember, totaling about 
40 varieties last year.

44-MINUTE TEST 
BLACKOUT IN CITY, 
COUNTY AUG. 31 


Two More Planned Later Will 
Be Held on Shorter 
Notice. 


St. Louis will conduct its third 
test blackout on the night of Aug. 
31, with the city and St. Louis 
County being blacked out about 44 
minutes, Civilian Defense officials

Two more blackouts will be held 
in the September-October period, 
the fourth and fifth tests to be 
conducted on much shorter notice 
to the public.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
With air war activities increasing 
in Europe, military gasoline re- 
quirements have climbed to nearly 
one-third of all the gasoline pro- 
duced east of the Rocky Moun- 


tains. 

A chart prepared by the Petrol- 
eum Administration for War 
showed today that military de- 
mand would take 30.6 per cent of 
total production east of the Rock- 
jes during the rest 4f this year 
37.6 per cent next year, and 39.6 
per cent in 1945. Last year, it ab- 
sorbed only 12.5 per cent. 

The military demands includes 
gasoline for airplanes, ships, tanks, 
trucks and other vehicles. . Big 
bombers alone consume staggering 
amounts of gasoline. 

Military authorities say that 
each of the planes that delivered 
destruction on the Axis in Tues- 
day’s rain of bombs on southeast- 
ern Germany dnd on Nazi air- 
dromes in southern France burns 
a weight of gasoline equal to the 
weight of its engines for each two 
hours it is aloft. 

What 200 Fortresses Use. 

If just 200 Flying Fortresses 
participated in those raids, involv- 
ing flights of 1500 and 1000 miles, 
respectively, their combined gaso- 
line consumption aggregated prob- 
ably some 300,000 gallons, or as 
much as 100,000 A coupons would 
be worth in the Midwest and 
Southwest, 

During the Tunisian campaign, 
1,100,000 gallons of gasoline were 
burned daily by the planes in a 
single command—Maj. Gen, Jimmy 
Doolittle’s Strategic Air Force. 

Each Flying Fortress participat- 
ing in a 1000-mile run, which is 
about what it takes to fly from 
North African bases to Naples and 
back, burns more than 1100 gallons. 
The planes that flew a course from 
Britain over Southeastern Ger- 
many to North Africa Tuesday 
traveled about 1500 miles, 

The alotment for all eivilian 
consumption in the 17-state East 
Coast area, including all tk ‘: goes 
to busses, trucks, taxis, farm 
vehicles and passenger cars, is now 
about 13,776,000 gallons a day. 

At present, there are 126 refin- 
eries in the United States now con- 
tributing or scheduled to contribute 
to the utlimate production of the 
special (100-octane) gasoline re- 
quired to keep the war planes at 
work, Their daily output is a 
military secret, but it is believed 
to.be in excess of the nearly 14,- 
000,000 gallons of regular gasoline 
alloted to Eastern civilian vehicles. 

Motorists Warned Again, 

Eastern motorists had a renewed 
warning today that the pleasure 
driving bar can’t be lifted Sept. 1 
unless they obey the current driv- 
ing restrictions and make it possi- 
ble to replenish seaboard gasoline 
stocks. 

Disclosing that the stocks were 
overdrawn 22,700 barrels a day last 
week, Deputy Petroleum Adminis- 
trator Ralph K. Davies said the 
trend, if continued, “will obviously 
delay the time that more liberal 
supplies of gasoline can bt made 
available for civilian use,’ ' 
Davies said a decline in the flow 
of petroleum products to the East 
Coast during the last three weeks 
was caused in part by a Gulf Coast 
hurricane, part by the necessity of 
filling the eastern leg of the “Big 
Inch” pipeline.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
War Manpower Commission offi- 
cials disclosed today that the draft 
quota for October, the initial 
month for drafting pre-Pearl Har- 
bor fathers, would be “only a 
shade” under the September figure 
of 312,000 and that pre-war fa- 
thers seem certain to be needed 
to fill it. 

Furthermore, they told reporters, 
they have received no word from 
military authorities that there will 
be any cut in the long-proclaimed 
goal of a total of 10,800,000 men 
and women in the armed forces 
by the end of this year. There 
have been persistent reports that 
such a cut was coming. 

On the other hand, it appeared 
from-figures released this week by 
Secretary of the Navy Knox that 
the humber in the armed forces by 
next Jan. 1 may be even greater 
than any prospective total hitherto 
announced—11,061,000, not counting 
Navy nurses or college youths in 
the Navy’s enlisted reserves. 

Knox said the Navy, Marines 
and Coast Guard already had 
2,665,000 in uniform exclusive of 
nurses and enlisted reserves — a 
greater number than the War 
Manpower Commission hag figured 
they would have by the end of this 
year—and would have 2,861,000 by 
Jan. 1. The Army goal is set at 
8,200,000 by Jan. 1, including 
nurses and college reserves.

REDS ADVANCE UP > 
TO SEVEN MILES 
IN KHARKOY AREA 


Continued From Page One. 


of Kharkov, in a “decisive assault” 
which smashed that enemy strong- 
point and killed 1200 Nazi shock 
troops. Zmyev is less than 10 
miles from the Kharkov-Lozovaya 
railway, main enemy supply line. 

Asfew miles beyond lies the 
Kharkov-Krasnograd spur, which 
also must be severed before the 
Russians can close the Kharkov es-. 
cape corridor, now less than 30 
miles wide. The Kharkovy-Poltava 
railroad had been cut earlier in 
the Red offensive. 

Gains on North and West. 

Northwest and west of Kharkov 
the Russians also reported over- 
all gains of seven miles which re- 
sulted in the capture of more than 
50 additional towns and villages. 
Stubbornsy contesting every forti- 
fied place, thé Germans slowly fell 
back after suffering another 2000 
casualties, the communique said. 

In the northeastern suburbs of 
Kharkov, meanwhile Soviet shock 
troops kept up the seesaw street- 
to-street battle against reinforced 
Nazi units which has been going 
on for several days. 

In the wheeling movement south 
of Kharkov, which took them 
across the Donets River to Zmyev, 
the Soviet forces were said to 
have taken great quantities of en- 
emy war material including mor- 
tar batteries, machine guns and 
trucks which were left behind in 
a hasty retreat. 

Gains in the Kharkov area were 
made against tresn reserves which 
had been thrown into action. These 
held momentarily, but superior en- 
veloping tactics enabled the Reds 
to continue their advance, the Rus- 
sians said. They reported capture 
of a factory strong-point from 
counterattacking Nazi troops dur- 
ing the’ fighting yesterday. 

Farther north along the front, 
converging Russian divisions were 
blasting the approaches to Bryansk 
from three sides, and dispatches 
reported 1300 German dead were 
counted on the battlefields. North 
of Bryansk, in the Spas Demensk 
sector, an advantageous point was 
stormed and here another 1000 of 
the enemy were killed in short but 
fierce fighting, the communique 
said. 

The Bryansk operations yester- 
day resulted in Soviet gains of 
from four to six miles in which 
40 villages were captured, includ- 
ing the rail junctions of Berye- 
zovka, 21 miles to the northeast, 
and Malinka, 20 miles to the east, 
it was announced, Earlier reports 
had placed advancing Red Army 
troops at one point within 15. miles 
of Bryansk, capture of which 
would eliminate an important sec- 
tor of the German defenses. 


The German communique had 
little to say about the fighting on 
the Kharkov, Bryamsk and Spas 
Demensk fronts, but reported that 
“the fifth battle of defense” which 
began July 16 at the Kuban 
bridgehead in the Western Cau- 


casus and continued until Aug. 12 
had been repulsed “in hard strug- 
gies.” It may the Russians threw 
in 17 infantry divisions, two tank 
brigades and three tank regiments 
in an attempt to break through. 
The Berlin radio in a broadcast 
yesterday said that the Russians 


were opening a fourth offensive at 
Izyum, 72 miles southeast of Khar- 
kov. Capt. Ludwig Sertorius, Nazi 
military commentator, said Red 
Armyttroops had gained “initial 
successes” in that sector, and ad- 
mitted the thrust presented a new 
threat to the German forces in 
front of Lozovaya and the Dnieper 
River bend. Lozovaya, important 
rail junction 75 miles below Khar- 
kov, is 50 miles from Izyum. Be- 
tween these two cities runs the 
Lozovaya-Slavyansk railway, main 
feeder to German forces in the 
Donets basin. 


TWO-YEAR WAGE DISPUTE 
AT FURNITURE PLANT SETTLE 


A two-year-old disagreement. be- 
tween the Meier & Pohlmann Fur- 
niture Co., 1400 Palm street, and 
the Wage and Hour Division of the 
United States Department of La- 
bor was settled yesterday when 
the company agreed to accept. the 
Wage-Hour Administrator’s defini- 
tions of executive and administra- 
tive employes and to pay about 
$500 to working foremen whom it 
had denied overtime pay. 

Agreed findings of fact accepting 
the Government definitions were 
filed in United States District 
Court. The company also con- 
sented to an injunction restraining 
the firm from further violation of 
the law.

or the German state decentralized. 

It would not slow up the United 
Nations drive for victory at the 
earliest possible moment. In fact, 
every indication here is that the 
military plans now being made call 
for even faster and heavier blows 
against Germany and Japan. 

The Wilsonian announcement 
was made Jan. 8, when the mili- 
tary situation was dark for the 
Allies but when American soldiers 
and American production: were be- 
ginning to be felt in France. To- 
day the military situation, for the 
long pull, is much brighter than 
in January, 1918, which was before 
the crucial battles of March and 
July, 

The publicity on the present con- 
ference has been interpreted in 
many quarters-as part of the “war 
of nerves” against the Axis, on the 
assumption that the rulers of Ger- 
many, the Nazis, the military lead- 
ers and the great industrialists are 
scanning every word coming from 
Quebec. Evidence points to an im-

PLANS TO SPEED 
INVASION LIKELY 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


QUEBEC, Aug. 19 (AP).—A 
speed-up in Allied plans for the 
invasion of Europe to take full 
advantage of the Russian offensive 
on Germany’s eastern flank ap- 
peared today to be a likely result 
of the current British-American 
strategy conferences here. 

As President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and their com- 
mand staffs continued their meet- 
ings, the sustained Russian cam- 
paign, winning a success equal to 
the most optimistic hopes of Allied 
observers, shaped up as the great- 
est single war development hgfore 
them. 

For, as military observers here 
evaluate the situation, Germany is 
so heavily occupied with advanc- 
ing Russian armies at present and 
even its vital rear positions in the 
East are so gravely threatened, 
that a European invasion in the 
near future would tax its defense 
resources to the utmost, 

How fully these considerations 
have entered—into the discussions 
here can onl¥be estimated, 

Whatever plans for invasion are 
in progress were made months 
ago, but it would be the function 
of the combined chiefs of staff 
and the final decision of the Presi- 
dent and Prime Minister here to 
determine the extent to which 
these plans could be speeded up 
i norder to take full advantage of 
the present situation. 

When their _ directives are 
shaped they will, as has been cus- 
tomary in the past, be communi- 
cated with all possible speed to 
Stalin. : 

There is considerable belief that 
the highly important task of 
courier has been delegated to Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden, who arrived yesterday. 

Roosevelt's message of congratu- 
lation to Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower today raised new specula- 
tion over personalities to figure in 
the next big Allied blows at the 
Axis. | 

It seemed increasingly probable 
that there would be two commands 
for the expected operations against 
Nazi-held Europe with Gen. Eisen- 
hower retaining control in the 
Mediterranean-Southern European 
area and a Britisher, possibly Gen. 
Sir Harold Alexander, now deputy 
to Gen, Eisenhower, leading the 
forces striking at Northern Eu- 
rope. 

Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery, 
now chief of the Eighth Army in 
Sicily, has figured prominently in 
unofficial discussion over selection 
of a commander for operations 
against the Japanese in Burma, 
which are believed to be scheduled 
for this fall. 

There is speculation in connec- 
tion with Rovsevelt’s scheduled 
visit to the Canadian capital at 
Ottawa next week that the Ca- 
nadian Parliament might hold a 
special meéting to hear him speak. 
That would offer Roosevelt an 
extraordinary opportunity to re- 
view, in so far as publicly possible, 
the accomplishments of the latest 
staff discussions, 

Eden arrived by plane from 
London with his powder blue pin- 
stripe trousers wet to the knees 
from an accidental encounter with 
the St. Lowrence River at a land- 
ing float. He was accompanied 
by Sir Alexander - Cadogan, per- 
manent Under Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, and Brenden 
Bracken, Minister of Information.

Heaviest Day Raid. 


In the heaviest daylight attack 
ever. made on Wewak, medium 
bombers teamed with a large num- 
ber of Flying Fortresses and Lib- 
erators escorted by P-38s cen- 
tered attention upon the Dagua 
and the But airstrips 20 miles 
northwest of Wewak proper.

On a similar mission, the Japa- 
nese were. intercepted -. before 
reaching an American gun posi- 
tion and were forced to retreat. 


BUSINESS CRITICISM AIMED 
AT ONLY FEW, SAYS WALLACE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Vice President Wallace said today 
that his recent criticism of cor- 
porations was almed only at the 
small minority. He coupled a 
blessing for the profit system with 
an assertion that free enterprise 
must be preserved in the nation’s 
postwar economic life. 

Wallace called in reporters to 
declare that a recent speech in 
Detroit, in which he accused some 
big corporations of monopolistic 
practices, had been “misunderstood 
and misinterpreted” as a general 
attack on the corporate form of 
business organization. Declaring 
such an implication definitely was 
not his intent, he said: 
“Ninety-five to ninety-eight per 


‘\eent of the corporations are harm- 


less or beneficient, and suffer just 
as much from the small minority 
as any other group in the popu- 
lation.” 

And for that 95 to 98 per cent, 
Wallace expressed this wish: “God 


bless ’em if they can make profits.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Richard TT. Frankensteen, vice 
president of the United Automobile 
Workers (CIO), complained today 


‘that a Columbus, O., radio station 


had used the Smith-Connally anti- 
strike act to prohibit him from 
making a “political speech.” 
Announcing he had taken the 
matter up with the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, Franken- 
steen said in a statement that he 
was forced to txclude all reference 
to the Ohio congressional delega- 
tion before speaking over Radio 
Station WHKC on Aug. 1. 
The announcement from UAW 
headquarters asserted Franken- 
steen'’s script criticized Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and Rep. Vorys, 
(Rep.), Ohio, for what was termed 
“anti-labor, anti-Roosevelt, anti- 
farming voting records in the 78th 
Congress,” as well as praise for 
Senator Burton, (Rep.), Ohio, for 
“farsighted approach to American 
farm policy.” 
Frankensteen said John Moses, 
WHKC program director, told him 
to delete all references to political 
figures, basing his interpretation 
of the Smith-Connally law “on a 
syndicated column by David Law- 
rence,” 
“This is the first known in- 
stance of a radio station using the 
Smith-Connally law to prohibit a 
union official from making a poli- 
tical speech,” Frankensteen said. 
He added he had asked the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
for opportunity to give the full 
speech over WHKC. 


UNION PICKETS NEWSPAPER 
BECAUSE OF PEGLER COLUMN 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Members of the National Maritime 
Union (CIO) today picketed the 
New York World-Telegram build- 
ing in what they said was a pro- 
test against recent statements in 
the columns of Westbrook Pegler. 
The pickets marched in an orderly 
fashion around the block in which 
the building is situated.

The letter, made public by the 
NMU, demanded that Pegler’s col- 
umn “be eliminated in the interests 
of greater unity of the American 
people to win the war,” after pro- 
testing statements in the column 
which it said were “against the 
valiant men of the Merchant Ma- 
rine.”

Vella Lavella was nothing like that. It started as the old statue-of- 
liberty play, turned into an end run and wound up with a couple of 


lateral passes. 

Adm. William F. Halsey Jr., the 
wily quarterback, set the stage for 
it by publicly calling the wrong 
signals. In his bluff, open-handed 
fashion, he admitted it was going 
to be tough to take Vila and 
Kolombangara. But the best team 
would win, he intimated. 

Our aviators cheerfully kept up 
the pretense by hammering away 
at Vile day and night, In the 
same devil-may-care style that 
characterized their pre-offensive 
softenings-up of Munda, Our light 
naval surface forces clinched the 
case by intensification of their 
frequent determined raids on Jap- 
anese barge reinforcements com- 
ing down to Kolombangara. 


Set for Power Play. 

The Japanese got into the spirit 
of the thing and kept up the fight, 
day and night. After all, had not 
fewer than 5000 of them held up 
several times that number of 
Americans for more than a month 
on New Georgia? Who knew what 
a few thousand more could do on 
Kolombangara? 

The Japanese got all set for 
our big center rush, pulled their 
backfield in close to stop the 
power drive, and then—what! It 
happened. They woke up this 
morning and found us in force 
on Vella Lavella, right in the 
shadow of their own goal posts. 

There was nothing much they 
could have done about it, even if 
they had known it was coming off. 
I do not see how you can stop 
this island-by-island movement, 
once it gets rolling. If the Jap 
anese had a million airplanes down 
here and we had none, these over- 
night invasions by means of mul- 
tiple small-landing craft still could 
go through. 

Most of these dozens of little 
ships would arrive at their des- 
tinations at dawn and by far the 
largest proportion of their men 
and weapons and supplies would 
get on the beach. When they got 
on the beach and got dug in— 
which at most is a matter of hours 
—how would you dig them out? 
With bayonets? 

Foe Lacks Landing Craft. 

True, the Japanese can imitate 
these tactics. They attempted to 
by night-time reinforcement of 
New Georgia and Kolombangara. 
But they failed miserably and ex- 
pensively because they lacked the 
necessary equipment. They just 
haven't got what it takes in the 
way of myriads of small ships that 
can run right up on the beaches, 
so that troops walk off ramps 
without getting a toe wet and 
trucks, already loaded with ammu- 
nition, food and other supplies, are 
driven right off onto land to await 
the road-building efforts of engi- 
neers and Seabees. 

(Southwest Pacific headquarters 
disclosed today that an Allied task 
force had intercepted a Japanese 
attempt to retake Vella Lavella, 
routing four enemy destroyers and 
destroying a number of barges. 
The report estimated that only 
300 of the 1500 to 2000 troops en- 
gaged in the operation reached the 
island. There has been no land 
action as yet.) 

This thing called “combat load- 
ing” has ever been a fetish with 
the South Pacific amphibious 
forces of the United States. 

Back in the old days, when am- 
phibious operations relied for sup- 
ply and transport on big vulner- 
able, converted passenger and 
cargo ships, miracles of combat 
loading were achieved by ingeni- 
ous methods of equable cargo dis- 
tribution—so that food, ammuni- 
tion, guns and other gear all came 
out of the holds simultaneously 
in adequate and_ proportional 
amounts. Other innovations paid 
dividends in quick cargo handling, 
transfer from ship to lighter to 
beach, and so on—what is known 
commercially as ship turn-around. 


Efficiency, Speed. 

But these specially-built mass- 
production landing-craft make such 
preparations superfluous. A high- 
combat loading-factor is built into 
these babies. It is almost impos- 
sible to load them so as seriously 
to impede delivery of cargo. to the 
beach. 

The new landing-craft flotillas, 
they tell me, are patterned close- 
ly after troop barges used by the 
ancient Vikings, which also could 
run right up on the beach and let 
troops off on foot ramps. 

But these cargo types are some- 
thing new under the sun—these 
big ocean-going freighters capable 
of hauling thousands of tons. They 
can beach themselves on a strange 
and hostile shore, entirely lacking 
in dockage facilities, unload speed- 
ily without benefit of lighters. 

You can embarrass this sort of 
craft, even at night, if you can find

HERE was considerable elation 
T sboara this lightly-armed land- 

ing craft—the ugly duckling of 
the Navy—early Sunday night 
when we were an hour out of Vella 
Lavella heading for the channel 
and home. But it was to be short- 
lived. The night was one of never- 
to-be-forgotten horror. 


Our ships had driven off 12 
Zeros and 12 twin-engined bomb- 
ers in the late afternoon, shooting 
down two Zeros and four of the 
bombers. 

Then, with but 20 minutes left 

to unload before the deadline: for 
raising the rafmp, 70 tons of equip- 
ment and two heavy caliber guns 
were rolled off. We got under way 
before they’d hardly hit the water. 
It was 6 p. m., and it had been no 
quiet day. 
At 7:30 I reminded our captain 
about a certain piece of pie he’d 
tried twice to get time to eat. “As 
soon as we get under way,” he 
said, pointing through the channel, 
“T’ll show you what to do with that 
pie.” He never did finish it. But he 
tried. . 


Pie With Bombs. 


He called for it at 8:15, after an 
exchange of signals between ships, 
and a mess boy brought it at 8:25 
—simultaneously with the arrival 
of information that more enemy 
planes were approaching. 

From almost that moment on 
until 6:25 a. m, the next day—10 
hours later—we were under attack. 

A stick of eight bombs dropped 
portside at 8:28 p. m. within 25 
feet of our craft. Fragmentation 
and spray doused the deck. No 
one was injured, but several, in- 
cluding the captain and myself, 
were knocked flat. 

At 9:16 two bombs screamed 
from a high altitude and fell port- 
side within 50 feet. The score was 
no injuries and no damage then. 
too. 

At 9:22 flares dropped on all 
sides of the ship, incendiaries 
wrapped around a large bomb sent 
sprays like a pearl necklace run- 
ning the length of the ship. A 
fragment tore my lifebelt. The cap- 
tain again was knocked down, but 
no one was hurt and no fires 
started. 


Bombs Straddle Bow. 


We resumed our zig-zag course, 
and at 9:30 a string of bombs 
straddled the bow. Fragmentation 
gave a gunner a flesh wound but 
he remained at his post. 


The captain all this time was 
directing the course—‘“left stand- 
ard rudder’; “midship rudder”; 
“right”; “left”; “Boys, they’re com- 
ing in again.” They did. 

Flares and the moon gave them 
a perfect silhouette of our ship, 
and at 9:40 low-flying planes came 
in strafing. Skip-bombs exploded 
astern, thanks to a quick turn -by 
the skipper. The stern deck crew 
was knocked down, Then there 
was an hour’s pause. 

The ominous roar of a four-en- 
gined Kawanishi flying boat broke 
the peace. The engines sounded 
directly overhead. At the swish of 
heavy bombs, everyone but the 
gunners hit the deck. The bombs 
hit 50 feet out. A spent fragment 
dented my helmet. 

More flares now were dropping 
—red, green, yellow. Small mag- 
nesium bombs landed in the water 
nearby, almost blinding us before 
they were out. The drone of air- 
plane engines died away. 

Twenty minutes later, at 11 p. m., 
a huge bomb that from all sounds 
must have been a 1000-pounder

ALLIED BOMBERS REACH OUT 


By BARNET NOVER 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. 

ERHAPS the most important 
Pringie military development of 

recent days in the European 
theater was not the conquest of 
Sicily, vastly important as that is, 
but the demonstration by Allied 
air power that there are now very 
few places in occupied Europe out 
of reach of our bombers. 
Since the beginning of this 
month, the Allies have carried out 
major raids on Hamburg, Ploesti, 
Berlin, Milan, Turin, Genoa, Rome, 
Mannheim, Ludwigshafen, Nurem- 
berg, Gelsenkirchen, Wesselring, 
Wiener Neustadt, Schweinfurt and 
Regensburg. 
The targets have included guch 
important installations as oil re- 
fineries, synthetic oil plants, air- 
plans factories, ball-bearing works, 
chemical plants, railroad yards and 
blast furnaces, 
If the raids on Ploesti (2000 
miles round-trip) and Wiener Neu- 
stadt (2400 miles) are any indica- 
tion of what Allied air power can 
now do, not even the German in- 
dustrial centers of Chemnitz and 
Breslau are invulnerable any 
longer. And the vulnerability of 
these distant points will very con- 
siderably increase as the Allies ob- 
tain new forward bases. 
That is why the Germans are do- 
ing everything in their power to 
prevent the airfields in the’ Po 
Valley from falling into the hands 
of the Allies. From the Po Valley, 
the industrial areas of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and Eastern Germany would 
be brought within relatively easy 
range of our bombers. 

There is every reason to believe 
that we shall have a hard fight on 
our hands if we attempt to con- 
quer Northern Italy. 


Effect on Morale. 

n the meantime, however, the 
| air bases we already have—in 

England, in Sicily, in North Af- 
rica, in the Middle East and those 
we may soon acguire on the Ital- 
ian mainland—will enable us to 
wage an increasingly effective war 
of attrition on German industry, 
transportation and morale, as well 
as to compel a further dispersion 
of the Luftwaffe. 

The effect of Allied bombing on 
German morale cannot easily be 
measured, but it is important. For 
as more and more German cities 
feel the impact of Allied bombs, 
more and more Germans come to 
realize that their country, which 
has been spared invasion since 
1813, is now one great battlefield 
from which there is no escape, 

What is true of the Germans is 
even more true of the Italians, 
whose principal cities, such as Mi- 
lan, Turin, Genoa and Rome, have 
been and may increasingly be at 
the receiving end of Allied bomb- 
ing. It is also true of Hitler’s 
Balkan satellites whom the con- 
quest of Sicily has brought within 
the orbit of our bombers and 
whose vulnerability to air attack 
will be increased once we have es- 
tablished ourselves on continental 
Italian soil. 


The Blow at Wewak. 
N a more limited sphere and 
with far more limited resources, 
Allied air power also is playing 
a major part in the victories we

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are winning in the Pacific. In the 
raid on the Japanese air base at 
Wewak, in Northern New Guinea, 
120 Japanese planes were destroyed 
on the ground, with an additional 
50 damaged. Only three Allied 
planes were lost. It was, as Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur describes it, 
“a crippling blow at an opportune 
moment.” 

Since the enemy air concentra- 
tion at Wewak was intended to 
provide an air cover for the Japa- 
nese defenders of Salamaua, the 
next Allied objective in New Gui- 
nea, the capture of that base may 
not be far off. 

The Wewak raid was a demon- 
stration of the growing effective- 
ness of Allied air power in the Pa- 
cific theater. The recent raids on 
Sourabaya, on the island of Java, 
and on Balikpapan in Borneo were 
a demonstration of its a-widening 
range. 

That is why the coming struggle 
for Rabaul, of which the fighting 
at Guadalcanal, at Munda and on 
New Guinea were the opening 
stages, will be of such considerable 
importance. 
arc of Allied air power will be 
extended to points, such as Truk, 
the great Japanese naval base, 
which are of vital importance to 
the island ‘empire. 

Japan, like Germany, is now on 
the defensive. The difference, of 
course, is that while our air power 
based on England, Africa and 
Sicily, can now reach deep into 
the Reich, Japan is still very far 
out of range of our land-based 
bombers and there has been no 
repetition of the carrier-based Doo- 
litte raid on Tokyo 16 months ago. 

Yet we are making real progress 
against Japan as well as against 
Germany. Both of our principal 
enemies are now discovering the 
elementary tactical principle that 
a nation on the defensive cannot 
protect all its exposed  salients 
with equal force. 


Army Cotton Needs Down. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Army orders for standard cotton 
fabrics will be tapered off be- 
ginning Oct. 1, the War Depart- 
ment announced yesterday, and 
requirements for next year will 
be 50 per cent below 1943. The 
department said initial clothing re- 
quirements for soldiers have been 
met almost completely and only 
replacement materials will be 
needed. x

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FISH TOO NOISY, 
U. S. SUBMARINE 
CREWS CONFUSED 


Seamen Being Trained to Tell 
Ichthyological ‘Voices’ From 
Enemy Propellers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
United States submarines turning 
corners at 10 fathoms or so have 
pulled up in surprise and wonder- 
ment at hearing such sounds as 
“honk, honk!—beep, beep!—G-r-r!” 
The men with the earphones often 
confuse these noises with the hum 
of enemy propellers. 

The Fish and Wildlife Service 
of the Interior Department has 
reported to its chief, Secretary 
Ickes, that “fish actually grunt, 
purr, drum, grind their teeth and 
make a medley of other sounds 
that create strong underwater vi- 
brations even when inaudible on 
the surface.” 

The F. and W. Service, aided 
by the Navy, has made a series of 
recordings of fish noises which 
are being drummed into the ears 
of submarine listeners so that they 


will know the difference between 
an ichthyological burp and an en- 
emy propeller. 

“The Navy experts,” said the 
report to Ickes, “obtained their 
most surprising results with the 
toadfish, a common species of the 
Atlantic coast known for its ugli- 
ness and its bad temper. Although 
advised by Fish and Wildlife 
Service biologists that the toad- 
fish is an important sound-pro- 
ducer, the investigators were un- 
prepared for the volume of its 
voice, which they said compared 
in intensity with a steamboat 
whistle.” 


Freak Wounds 
Common Story 
At War Front 


Almost Every Man 
pe jured Has Missed 

Death by Matter 
‘of Inches.

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY 
(By Wireless). 
VERY day at the front pro- 
E duces its quota of freak wounds 
and hairbreadth escapes. Al- 
most any wounded man has missed 
death only by a matter of inches. 
Sometimes a bullet can go clear 
through a man and not hurt him 
much, while at other times an in- 
finitesmal fragment of a shell can 
pick out one tiny vital spot and 
kill him, 

Bullets and fragments do crazy 
things. Our surgeons picked out 
more than 200 pieces of shrapnel 
from one fellow. There was hard- 
ly a square inch of him, from head 
to toe, that wasn’t touched. Yet 
none of them made a vital hit, 
and the soldier will live. 

I remember one soldier who had 
a hole in the front of his leg just 
below the hip. It was about the 
size of a half dollar. It didn’t look 
bad at all, ‘yet beneath that little 
wound the leg bone was shattered 
and arteries were severed, and the 
surgeons were working hard to get 
the arteries closed) so he wouldn't 
bleed to death. 

Another fellow I saw had caught 
a small shell fragment in the wrist. 
It had entered at a shallow angle 
and gone clear up the arm to the 
elbow, and remained buried there. 
The skin wasn’t even broken at 
the elbow, but right over the spot 
where the fragment stopped was 
a blister as big as a pigeon egg. 
The blister had been generated by 
the terrific heat of that tiny piece 
of metal. . 
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Shell Fragments White Hot. 

HAT’S one thing most people 

don’t realize — that fragments 
from bursting shells are white 
hot. I remember an imprssive ex- 
ample that happened on our ship 
during an air raid just before we 
left Africa. A heavy bomb hit 
about 100 yards away. Among the 
many fragments that hit our ship 
was one about half as big as a ten- 
nis ball. It first hit a bronze water 
pipe along the ship’s rail, then tore 
through a steel bulkhead into the 
radio room, hit a sailor in the 
shoulder, turned at right angles 
and went through a radio set, and 
finally went through one more 
steel bulkhead before it stopped. 

When we picked up the fragment 
it had a quarter-inch plate of solid 
bronze welded onto one side of it. 
The fragment’s intense heat had 
simply welded on a sheet of bronze 
as it went through the waterpipe 
at the rail. It was welded as solid- 
ly as though it had been done on 
purpose. 

Here in Northern Sicily it is all 
hill fighting, as it was in Northern 
Tunisia, only worse. Getting the 
wounded out is often a problem. 
We had one wounded man who had 
been lowered by ropes over a 
sheer 75-foot cliff. He said he 
wasn’t so concerned about his 
wounds, but the thought that may- 
be the rope would break gave him 
the worst scare of his life, 
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Nazi Medical Supplies. 
ERMAN medical facilities are 
apparently as good as ours. 

Medical supply dumps that we cap-

Salamaua the Worst Battleground 
Of All; Americans Fighting Japs in 
Rain and Mud of Steaming Jungle 


Everything Against Yanks Except in Air, 
Where They Have Mastery — Beachhead 
Under Fire From Foe on Ridge, While 
Allied Artillery Batters Enemy.

WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES NEAR SALAMAUA, 


near our beachhead below Tambu Ridge. 


Aug. 7 (Delayed). 


It is raining—it rains in 


[oss writing this under the shelter of a weatherbeaten native hut 


this sodden land almost without 
leaden color. 


Less than three-quarters of a 
mile distant is the frowning crest 
where the Japanese look down on 
our activity along the beach and 
occasionally spray us with ma- 
chine-gun bullets or lob mortar 
shells on our camp. Shells from 
our big guns whoom overhead at 
less than minute intervals—heavy 
105s hidden in deep swamp boom 
hollowly and we hear the welcome 
sound of a dull explosion some- 
where beyond the ridge; 75s iden- 
tify themselves with a sharp re- 
port like a sledge hammer astrik- 
ing an iron plate and their pro- 
jectiles tear jagged holes in the 
bush along the slopes where the 
enemy is entrenched in an elabo- 
rate system of pillboxes and com- 
munication trenches. As each gun 
fires, our wet and filthy clothes 
give a slight jerk from the con- 
cussion. 

Four Days of Shelling. 

It is a bit nerve-wracking at 
first here—the heat, rain, endless 
perspective of dripping treés amid 
a vast bog of mud and gloomy 
mist-covered mountains. From 
where I sit I can see the enemy's 
positions but he has given no sign 
of his presence this morning. Our 
artillery has plastered the ridge 
for days and the Jap is not reveal- 
ing himself until we go up and 
blast him out with grenades and 
tommy guns. 

This is beyond question the 
worst battleground in the history 
of warfare. Those who saw Guad- 
alcanal, Kokoda and Buna at their 
worst and who are now fighting 
and dying in the dark jungles be- 
fore Salamaua agree that all pre- 
vious experiences were mere prel- 
udes tod this campaign where 
every factor is against us except 
in the air where we have uncon- 
tested mastery. 

Firstly, it takes days even to 
reach the forward base fron. which 
operations must begin. I trav- 
eled with a cargo of ammunition 
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cessation—and the sky is a dirty, 


aboard a barge. After leaving the 
barge I walked 13 miles in a tropi- 
cal downpour, fording mouths of 
swollen jungle streams waist-deep, 
trying not to think about crocodiles 
which infest this coast. I had no 
gun but a soldier walked halfway 
with me after which I stumbled 
along as best I could along beaches 
where the surf thundered almost 
to the edge of overhanging cliffs. 

The trail led across two steep 
ridges and it was all I could do to 
drag my heavy pack up a winding 
footpath, slipping and sliding in 
gluey red volcanic mud. I had been 
soaking wet for several days; the 
previous night I had slept in mud 
rolled up in my wet blanket and 
my rations consisted of a few salt- 
ed peanuts, a soggy box of raisins 
and a canteen of water. 


Soldiers Are Gaunt. 

But when I reached Tabu Bay I 
realized my experiences were made 
routine to the boys who must fight 
as well as live under conditions 
worse than my own. For I was 
fresh and had a reserve of energy 
to carry me along; they are gaunt, 
with need of a good night's rest 
and worn from weeks of existence 
under conditions that cannot be 
described. 

Picture if you can a dull, sooty 
sky weeping drearily day after 
day and a towering, tumbled mass 
of jagged mountain peaks and 
ridges covered so thickly with 
great trees and dense undergrowth 
that you cannot see 10 yards in 
any direction; mud that sucks and 
drags at your heavy feet; twisted 
mangroves behind black beaches 
where strange birds cry at night 
and flying foxes and other huge 
bats circle above; clusters of make- 
shift tents where wet, shivering 
men huddle in absolute darkness 
and await another day. Not even

St. Louis’ Fight for Clean Air. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NLESS it can be shown that it is 

absolutely necessary to win the war, 
there should be no suspension of the 
antismoke ordinance, or any relaxation 
of its enforcement. . 

Rehabilitation of the city as an attrac- 
tive place of residence is a vital factor 
in any postwar planning. You can spend 
money on better housing to revive blight- 
ed areas. You can build any number 
of “villages within the city” which would 
provide all that young couples with lim- 
ited income, and a child or two, could 
ask. You can provide parks, swimming 
pools and all sorts of recreational facil- 
ities. These will all avail nothing unless 
there is reasonably pure, clean air night 
and day. 

Those very desirable new families— 
thousands of them—will keep on mov- 
ing to the suburbs no matter how at- 
tractive the buildings are unless, first 
of all, they can breathe clean air and not 
have to fight dirt. Second, they will 
continue the exodus unless they can 
have_interior spots with some grass, 
where children can play safely, not get 
black every time they touch something 
and be as free as possible from street 
noise and danger. This is what they 
get, to some degree, in all suburbs. 

Thousands of people, especially young 
people with limited incomes, go to the 
suburbs not because they want to, but 
because they must. They pay a substan- 
tial price in traveling time, inconvenience 
and money. Many of them would stay 
in the city if it were fit to live in. 

The first essential of fitness is clean 
air. Next come light, space and free- 
dom from noise. 

It isn’t only a matter for new families 
of limited resources, There is plenty of 
evidence that many wealthy people pre- 
fer the city. They, of course, can- buy 
their space, light and freedom from 
noise. But they can’t buy clean air so 
easily, and, they cannot buy it at all 
except inside their homes. Provide clean 
air and I think you'd be surprised how 
many more of this group would remain 
in the city. 

Country life for those who want it and 
can afford its pleasures is wonderful. 
But city life under pleasant conditions 
is also wonderfully attractive. Subur- 
ban life is not country life. In many 
cases suburban life is an expensive sub- 
stitute for what the city could offer if 
it would, 

Incidentally, some cities are starting 
on the job. Fortunately, in addition to 
all the creature comforts, saving of time, 
access to organized amusements and rec- 
reation, there could be lower individual 
tax burdens because of the far broader 
tax-base. Huge blighted-areas are not 
only an eyesore but they also represent 
a continuously shrinking tax-base. You 
cannot overcome this by greater and 
greater tax rates, without giving the city 
a very black eye. 

The necessary cost of government is 
constantly increasing. There’s a limit 
to the tax rate and unless the base is 
increased, the city is bound to get more 
and more seedy. 

The foundation of progress is clean 
air. We've made a fine start and had 
important results. Let's keep the pres- 
sure on and accelerate the movement.

‘THE FATAL DEFECT. 

As a basic first step in prosecuting anyone for 
the death of Edward Melendes, the State had to 
establish the corpus delicti, meaning the body of 
the crime. This Latin phrase is further defined 
as follows: 

The substantial and fundamental fact or facts 
mecessary to the commission of a crime, as in 
murder the actual death of the person alleged to 
have been murdered, and as a result of criminal 
agency. 

In the Melendes case, if it could not be shown that 
he died as the result of injury, but might instead 
have died as the result of disease, then, of course, 
no one could be prosecuted for the crime. 

Circuit Attorney Hennings, in his report to the 
Governor, said that the State failed to establish the 
corpus delicti and, if that were the case, the failure 
of the grand jury to return indictments is under- 
standable. 

As bearing directly on this vital issue, which con- 
stituted the fatal defect in Hennings’ handling of 
the case, we print in the Mirror of Public Opinion 
a remarkable document signed by two distinguished 
St. Louis physicians, Drs. Harris and Thompson, 
who examined Melendes’ body. We print also state- 


est ranking, Drs. Seelig, Russell and Gray, who did 
not examine the body but did examine tissues from 
it. 
tissues showed conclusive evidence of grave and vio- 
lent injury. 

For reasons best known to himself, Mr. Hennings 
decided to go further afield in his search for medical 
testimony and, in this quest, he engaged Dr. Walter 
J. Siebert to testify for the State. The grand jury 
heard Drs. Harris, Thompson, Seelig, Russell and 
Gray. It also heard Dr. Siebert. 

Dr. Siebert did not examine Melendes’ body. He 
did examine a minute portion of Melendes’ brain— 
one fiye-thousandth of an inch in thickness—and he 
found no evidence conclusive of death by injury. 
It is his belief that death might have been due to 
some other cause. 

How does it happen that such great weight was 
given to Dr. Siebert’s view as against the view of 
five other pathologists? Dr. Siebert’s view was, in 
fact, controlling. How does it happen that Mr. Hen- 
nings turned from medico-lega] witnesses already 
engaged by the State to engage a new pathologist 
whose findings had the result of challenging the 
first witnesses? 

That Melendes was found dead in a police cell is 
beyond question. We ask our readers to examine 
the detailed description of Melendes’ body, as set 
forth by Drs. Harris and Thompson, and to decide 
for themselves if they believe the conclusions an- 
nounced by Drs. Harris, Thompson, Seelig, Russell 
and Gray, or if they believe Dr. Siebert’s inconclusive 
testimony, which proved to be the kiss of death to 
the State’s case. 

Mr. Hennings, in fact, paved the way for failure 
to prosecute police officers for Melendes’ death in 
his disposition of the Andrew Brinkley case. In 
June, Mr. Hennings dismissed a second-degree mur- 
der charge against Brinkley on the ground that no 
corpus delicti existed. 

The prosecution of Brinkley for the murder was 
sheer nonsense. He was used for a time as’ a pos- 
sible fall guy for the real culprits. It was im- 
possible, as was alleged, for Melendes to have been 
killed as the result of a fist fight with Brinkley. 
No man, with his fists, could have inflicted such 
injuries as Melendesg suffered. - 

But, in using the “no corpus delicti’” argument as 
the reason for failing to try Brinkley, the ground- 
work was laid for the same argument to estop prose- 
cution of anyone else. When the Brinkley case was 
dismissed, we commented as follows: 


On the basis of the difference of opinion among 
the medical men, Mr. Hennings says he could 
‘mot prove a case against Brinkley because he 
couldn’t prove that anyone beat Melendes to ~ 
death. And if he cannot prove a case against 
Brinkley, he cannot prove a case against the 
police, either. So perhaps now the theory will 
be that Melendes died of cirrhosis of the liver 
and that the brutal, unmerciful beating happened 
co-incidentally just ea he was about to give 
up the ghost from the liver disease. Well,. that 
theory won't wash. 


The outcome of the sixth grand jury inquiry fol- 
lowed the pattern of the Brinkley dismissal. We 
think the smoke screen of “no corpus delicti” thrown 
about this case is a scandal, We think the whole 
course of officialdom, has had the effect of a tacit 
conspiracy to protect the guilty persons. If, as has 
become the common belief, police officers beat this 
man to death, why is it not better to ferret them 
out than to try to bury the case under a mass of 
legalisms that deceive no one? 

Whether or not Secretary Hull, who has asked 
for complete information about the case on request 
of the Mexican Ambassador, makes a searching 
study of it, this community will continue to feel 
indignation and frustration until the case is settled 
in terms of simple justice. y

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LEGAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE GLIDER CRASH. 

The Department of Justice is conducting an inves- 
tigation to determine the legal responsibility for the 
defective part which caused the glider tragedy at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. Both the FBI and the 
War Frauds Section are at work on the case, 

The Department of Justice should certainly ascer- 
tain whether the Robertson Aircraft Corporation or 
the subcontractor that furnished the defective part 
is liable to legal proceedings, and it is reported to be 
in process of doing so. But it should do more. 

If either the prime contractor or the subcontractor 
is not legally responsible in a case like this, the 
department should recommend the course that should 
be taken to make responsibility certain and com- 
plete in the future. 

It igs not enough to have a prime contractor alone, 
or a subcontractor alone, responsible in practice and 
at law for the production of work to apecifications, 
when the quality of the product is a matter of life 
and death. Check and double check and triple 
check and quadruple check—100 per cent responsibil- 
ity upon every company and manufacturing worker 
and inspector along the line—should be the rule. 
No less spartan a regimen can be tolerated when 
so much is at stake. The penalties should not be 
so severe that manufacturers, workers and inspec- 
tors will be loath to subject themselves to the risk. 
Neither should they be so completely lacking, or se 
insufficient, that careless work can be performed 
with impunity. The Department of Justice can do 
a constructive piece of work by suggesting what, 
from its special point of view, is a proper course, 
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CALLING ALL HOUSEWIVES. 

Every housewife in St. Louis should actively in- 
terest herself in the campaign to pledge house- 
wives not to buy any foods at more than the OPA 
ceiling price. She can sign up herself. She can 
familiarize herself with the ceiling prices so that 
she can be an effective participant in the campaign.

The second post-mortem examination of 
the body of Edward Melendes made by us, 


Oe: interest in the welfare of the City 


at the request of Circuit Judge Harry F. 


Russell, on Sept. 25, 1942, showed the pres- 
ence of injuries, bruises and hemorrhages 
on all parts of the body, from the top of 
the head to the soles of the feet. The scalp 
was filled with blood from front to back 
and from ear to ear. There were bruises 
on the front of the neck, from ‘chin to 
breastbone. There was a hemorrhage on 
the back of the neck over the spinal 
column. 


Skillful Torture. 


There was a hemorrhage over both 
shoulders, extending downward along the 
arms. The muscles over both forearms had 
been beaten to a pulp, and were filled with 
blood, The back of both hands were swollen 
with a bloody fluid, 


Deep in the tissues over each kidney, 
blows had resulted in extensive bleeding. 
The tissues of the right groin and over the 
pubis were bloody. There were bruises over 
both thighs, legs, and buttocks. 


The top and bottom of both feet were 
greatly swollen from the oozing of a 
bloody fluid into the tissues. 


It is of great significance that with all 


of these injuries, there was not a single 


scratch, cut or break in the overlying skin 
in our opinion, of skill in 
wielding an instrument of torture which 
bespeaks long practice. 

A point of further significance is that 
there were no abrasions, cuts, bruises or 
swelling of the knuckles—conclusive evi- 
dence that there had been no offensive ac- 
tion with his hands, 


Since an earlier autopsy had been made, 
it was impossible to determine the amount 
of fluid in the skull cavity holding the 
brain—and, for lack of this, we accepted 
the report of the first examiner that he 
had noted an increase of this fluid. 


Visible and Tangible Proofs. 


Microscopical examination of tissue from 
the muscles of the head, forgarms and 
neck showed the injuries were received 
approximately three days previous to his 
death. 


In the absence of any recognizable evi- 
dence of disease in any of the organs of 
the chest or abdomen, and in the absence 
of any medical care, attention or examina- 
tion of the body before death, we could 
only draw upon our own previous experi- 
ence in explaining the cause of sudden 
death. 


It is our opinion that death was due to 
an increase of fluid in the skull cavity, 
with resultant pressure on the brain. 


A microscopical study of portions of the 
brain showed the presence of a_ fluid 
which follows trauma.

THE NAZIS SOLVE A PROBLEM. 
From the Kansas City Times. 


OR calculated brutality, it would be 

hard to surpass this announcement 
which appeared recently in the Nazi-con- 
trolled Dutch press: “Today, June 4, 1943, 
the Jewish problem (in Holland) has been 
solved. The last of the Dutch Jews herded 
together in Amsterdam have been sent to 
concentration camps, there to await their 
final deportation eastward.” 

Before the present war, there were about 
120,000 professing Jews in Holland. To these 
the German invaders added 60,000 more 
persons, by definition of Jewish blood under 
the Nurnberg laws. In all, they*represented 
approximately 2 per cent of the total Dutch 
population, Every one of those Dutch citi- 
zens—men, women and children—has now 
either been murdered or deported to East- 
ern Europe, to live in conditions of slavery, 
designed eventually to exterminate them. 

“The Jewish problem has been solved.” 
But, according to the official news agency 
of the Dutch Government-in-exile, there 
never was any such problem in Holland. 
No adequate comment is possible—except to 
bring to justice every German even re- 
motely guilty of perpetrating this mass 
atrocity. . 


Despite Holes in His Technique, 
George Gershwin Called Great 


‘The Story of George Gershwin,” by David Ewen. 
(Henry Holt and Co., New York.) 


F one desires immortality these days, 

the publicity value of the movies, is in- 
estimable, One’s published works may be 
of some use, biographies also, but Holly- 
wood’s help is of the utmost importance. 

Before many months, the movie-going 
public will have before it the life story of 
the late jazz composer, George Gershwin, 
under title of “Rhapsody in Blue,” and the 
facile tunesmith of the Twenties, will, in 
all seriousness, become as famous in the 
minds of many as Emile Zola, Louis Pas- 
teur, Dr. Paul Ehrlich and George M. 
Cohan, 

Those persons who already have become 
acquainted with the master of Fascinatin’ 
Rhythm have assigned him whatever place 
in the musical cosmos seems to them most 
suitable, The musically unlettered, but 
jazz-enthusiastic, probably rate him too 
highly. Certain critical pundits who parade 
their broad-mindedness still look down 
their noses. Gershwin’s present biographer, 
David Ewen, has no doubts of his great- 
ness, 

The qualifications for greatness in a 
composer can be, according to Ewen, that 
he had originality; that he wrote music 
“which is so much an expression of his 
personality, background and experiences 
that had he never written his music we 
would have lost something vital and price 
less”; that he extended the horizons of 
music or “he achieved such universality of 
speech that he is loved everywhere by dif- 
ferent classes of people.” Ewen thinks 
Gershwin qualified on all points, 

On the other hand Ewen is quite willing 
to admit that Gershwin had inadequacies 
of knowledge and musical training that 
tormented him and that there was some 
technique that he never mastered in his 
meteoric life of 87 years. 

The essential facts of Gershwin’s life 
are so dramatic that the Warner Bros. 
studio should have no difficulty in making 
them good screen material, For the com- 
poser went in story-book style from New 
York's lower East Side to luxurious resi- 
dence on Riverside Drive, from the place 
of an unknown rhythm-beater on Tin-Pan 
Alley to respectful applause in concert halis 
over the world, 

Ewen’'s biography is concise, smooth- 
flowing and unburdened with “color” of 
this or that era. In order, however, that 
the reader may orient himself and Gersh- 
win, the author has supplied a chrono- 
logical table of “Gershwin’s Life—Musical 
Events—World Events” in the back of 


the book. *

READING BETWEEN THE LINES 


HE conference between the 

‘President and the British Prime 

Minister has been called 
“crucial,” and its importance is re- 
vealed by the procedure, which is 
that of secret diplomacy secretly 
arrived at. 

Since Casablanca it has been re- 
peatedly hinted that the next im- 
portant conference would include 
@ representative of the Russians. 
Mr. Davies’ -second mission to 
Moscow seemed devoted to that 
purpose. When the President an- 
nounced in his press conference 
that Mr. Churchill had arrived in 
Canada, he was asked whether 
Stalin or any Russian was arriving 
also. The reports stated that the 
President registered regret, as he 
replied in the negative. 

Reports from London and Wash- 
ington, obviously officially inspired, 
were busy explaining why Stalin 
Was unable to attend. It was sug- 
gested that, as commander-in-chief 
during an active offensive, he 
might not feel free to leave Russia; 
and one could only regret that 
these critical conferences always 
take place du‘ing a Russian of- 
fensive. Casablanca occurred dur- 
ing the battle of Stalingrad. 

But, if merely military consider- 
ations were detaining Stalin, he 
could have sent his foreign min- 
ister, Molotov. So, since no Rus- 
sian was to appear, it was further 
explained that Stalin's relations 
with Japan were such that it would 
be indelicate for him to attend a 
conference on the Far East. 

In the midst of all this ingenious 
explaining, Stalin issued a flat 
statement from Mpscow that he 
hadn't been invited. So what had 
appeared to be a Russian rebuke 
to the Anglo-American conference 
was turned into an Anglo-Ameri- 
can rebuke to Russia. 

What is behind all this? 


Situation Fairly Clear. 


N spite of the secrecy, and 
] 2 herrings, I think the situa- 

tion is fairly clear. For Russia 
is not conducting secret diplomacy 
but quite open diplomacy. We 
know what the Russians want: A 
front thatggwill divert from forty 
to sixty isions; an agreement 
about strategical frontiers to fol- 
low victory: and an understanding 
regarding European postwar pol- 
icy, including Germany. 

If we had an answer to these 
three questions, there would be 
sense in a three-power conference. 
If we don’t know the answer, 
there is no sense. For no one 
wants a conference that might 
break up in disagreement. 

And there might be yet another 
danger—namely, that one party, 
Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. Churchill, 
might be nearer the Russian view- 
point than the other. Obviously, 
it is necessary for the Anglo- 
American political leaders to reach 
complete agreement before they 
meet the Russians. That is clearly 


the reason ited the idea developed 


of dividing the conference into two 
parts—first between the President 
and Prime Minister, and afterward 
in Moscow, between Sumner 
Welles, er _ and Stalin. 
B of another “crucial” conference 

between Britain and America? 

Secret diplomacy now thickens 
into a fog, but even here there 
are rays of light. 

Mr. Churchill has always been 
more realistic about the Russian 
power and position, and the logi- 
cal consequences following from 
that power and position, than we 
have, Mr. Churchill, I think, dis- 
cerns better than we that politics 
is the art of possibilities. 

I fear our policy has been too 
a ade based on the theory that 

erely because we are rich and 
powerful, we will have the final 
word in everything. But that is 
not true of the world in the twen- 
tieth century. We could not even 
buy the policy we wanted in France. 
We certainly cannot buy it in Rus- 
sia. Because in this war, in this 
epoch and the one to come, ulti- 
mate decisions will not be made 
by diplomacy at all. They will be 
made by the masses of the people 
in every single country, and great 
politics today consists wholly in 
the power to discern whither the 
minds and wills, hopes and yearn- 
ings, of the broad masses of the 
people everywhere are leading. 

Thé masses of the people in Eu- 
rope have suffered and are suffer- 
ing unbelievably; they have sacri- 
ficed practically everything that 
they have. And their war aims 
are not to recover a certain per- 
centage of losses by loans and re- 
lief, but to lay the firm founda- 
tions for a real new life. 

Mr. Churchill is apparently both- 
ered about some of our plans. He 
revealed it in his speech following 
the fall of Mussolini. Specifically, 
he raised questions about the 
“Amgot,” the American plan of 
setting up Anglo-American mili- 
tary occupational administrations 
in enemy countries and in so-called 
“liberated” countries, Mr, Church- 
ill said bluntly that he doubted 
whether such occupational author- 
ities would be much more welcome 
to the masses of the people than 
the Nazi occupational authorities 
which they would replace.

Has Different View. 


R. CHURCHILL, being closer 

to Europe in every way than we 
are, and understanding that he 
must live on good terms with Rus- 
sia in the postwar period if we 
are not going to have another war, 
must, I think, have a slightly dif- 
ferent view from that of the Pres- 
ident.

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$432,930 TO SCHOOLS HERE | 
IN FIRST STATE ALLOTMENT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 19.— 
An initial allotment of $9,084,193 in 
State school funds to 8650 public 
school districts for the 1943-44 
school year was announced today 
by State Superintendent of Schools 
Roy Scantlin. The payments in- 
clude $432,930 to St. Louis schools 
and $369,571 to St. Louis County 
schools. 

The allotment amounts to about 
68 per cent of the estimated pay- 
ments of about 13 million dollalrs 
to méet the minimum requirements 
of the 1931 school law, the balance 
to be paid Dec. 15. On the basis 
of an estimated school fund of 18 
million for the 1943-44 school year, 
there will be about five million left 
for additional payments under a 
law passed by the present Legisla- 
ture. St. Louis schools are ex- 
pected to receive about $600,000 
additional and the county schools 
$150,000 more under the supple- 
mental apportionment. 

The minimum requirement of 13 
million dollars is about $1,100,000 
less than the last school year. 
Scantlin said the reduction resulted 
from loss of attendance, reduced 
transportation costs and a decline 
in nonresident high school pupils, 
occasioned by war conditions.

COAL BUYERS ADVISED 
ON EARLY ORDERING 


Retail Deliveries Average 30 
Days Behind Orders, Com- © 
mittee Letter Reports. 


Advice to St. Louis and St. Louis 
County fuel buyers, as to early 
ordering and selection of smoke- 
less and stoker coal, was given in 
a letter issued today by the Citi- 
zens’ Wartime Fuel Committee, 
headed by Rogcoe C. Hobbs. 


“The whole United States has a 
coal shortage,” the committee said. 
“Retail orders are an average of 
80 days ahead of retail deliveries. 
But a 30-day delay in summer is a 
different thing from a delayed de- 
livery with the.thermometer at 
zero, 

“From information at hand it 
is estimated that during July some 
60,000 tons of smokeless fuel and 
30,000 tons of domestic stoker coal 
were delivered to citizens of the 
St. Louis area. On Aug. 1 there 
were on hand in fuel merchants’ 
yards in the St. Louis area. ap- 
proximately 58,000 tons of srhoke- 
less fuel and 20,000 tons of do- 
mestic stoker coal. Fuel is mov- 
ing into St. Louis daily.” 

As to classifications and types 
of fuel, the committee suggests that 
it is unwise for buyers to insist on 
“prewar standards of quality, 
preparation and delivery service. 
“The load of coal which is pre- 
sented at your door,” the commit- 
tee says, “represents a great deal 
of effort. Your fuel merchant has 
had some trouble in obtaining this 
coal, he has devoted one of his 
limited supply of trucks to the de- 
livery of your order, he has found 
a man to drive that truck and 
possibly a man to put that fuel 
in your bin. This is certainly no 
time to complain about the date 
or time of delivery or to criticise 
the quality of the fuel delivered, 
merely because it does not conform 
to the size of coal you have here- 
tofore preferred or used, If you 
do not know how to fire the smoke- 
less coal delivered, your dealer or 
the Division of Smoke Regulation 
will be glad to show you how. 
“We urge dealers and citizens 
alike to review their standing or- 
ders for smokeless fuel. Some we. 
that is now available may sefve- 
your purpose just as well as the 
thing that is hard to get. If your 
order has not yet been delivered, 
‘phone your dealer and ask if he 
has some other kind of fuel on 
hand which can be delivered now. 
“If delivery is offered, please do 
not waste invaluable man-hours 
by failure to be at home, or by 
undue criticism of the size or ap- 
pearance of the coal your dealer 
offers. Pick out a reliable dealer, 
place your order, and await deliv- 
ery. Do not order from several 
dealers and multiply the hauling 
problems of the whole St. Louis 
area. Whipping the fuel situation 
is a part of winning the war. It 
is subject to the same rules. To 
win, we must work together.”

RISE IN. TUBERCULOSIS 
IN COUNTY 1S CITED 


~|300 Pct. Above Prewar Years, 


Health Commissioner 
Reports. 


A 300 per cent increase over 
prewar years in the number of 


i new tuberculosis cases in St. Louis 


County, with indications that the 


increase may be even greater this 


year, was reported today by Dr. 
E. C McGavran, wasrenie Health 
Commissioner. 

In the five years brevious to 
1941, he said, the average number 
of new. cases was 43 a year. In 
1941, this jumped to 82 and last 
year to 176. In the first seven 
months of this year, the total was 
180 compared with 85 in the cor- 
responding period of last year. 

Meanwhile, Dr. McGavran said, 


althere has been no increase in fa- 


cilities for treatment of cases -e- 
quiring hospitalization. The coun- 
ty has no sanitarium and the only 
public institution available is the 
State sanitarium at Mount Vernon, 
which can accept no more pa- 
tients from St. Louis County than 


_| formerly. 


Crowded Living Conditions. 

Crowded wartime living condi- 
tions were given by the commis- 
sioner as the reason for the sharp 
jump. Dr. McGavran said 58 per 
cent of the new cases in 1942 were 
persons who had lived in 
county less than 18 months, and he 
expressed the opinion most of the 
cases were in the famiiles of war 
workers who came here from other 
sections of the country. 

So far, there has been no marked 
increase in the tuberculosis death 
rate, but Dr. McGavran said _ it 
must be looked for in the next few 
years, since the “first principle of 
tuberculosis control is isolation of 
infected persons, which can be done 
effectively only in sanitariums.” 

More Cases Treated at Home. 

On Dec. 31, 1941, he said 67 cases 
were under treatment in a sani- 
tarium, with 84 _.in their homes, 
while on last May 1, 74 were in 
sanitariums and 124 in their homes. 
A tragic feature is the number of 
infected small children who could 
have been treated in a_ hospital 
were one available, but whose files 
now list them as “advanced, prob- 
ably incurable,” he declared. 


Dr. McGavran pointed out that 
the county has no Visiting Nurse 
Association to give bedside care 
to those ill at home. He said ap- 
peals to tuberculosis associations 
and to the Federal Government for 
funds to hire nurses had been 
fruitless. Officials of the city’s 
Koch Hospital are sympathetic to 
the needs of the county, Dr. 
McGavran added, but they have 
asserted they could do nothing be- 
cause they have a waiting list of 
city patients.

LEGISLATORS EVADE 
STATE CONSTITUTION 
IN APPROVING BILL 


Validity. Cannot Be Chal-, 
lenged, Because Journal Will 
Be Silent on Procedure. 


y a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 19.— 
The House of Representatives, in 
passing yesterday the last bill of 
the prolonged 1943 legislative ses 
sion, ignored a Constitutional re- 
quirement by acting on the meas- 
ure before printed copies of Sen-_ 
ate amendments to the bill had 
been furnished to the members. 
The House sidestepped the Con- 


stitution in this matter in order 
to speedecompletion of its work 
and enable legislators to start for 
their homes several hours earlier 
than if they had waited until the 
amendments had been printed and 
laid on their desks. 

The bill involved was an appro- 
priation measure carrying supple 
mental funds for maintenance of 
the Confederate Home at Higgins- 
ville. The Senate amendments cut 
the allotment from $115,000, as pre- 
viously approved by the House, to 
$32,000 and made a minor correc- 
tion in the form of the bill, 

Although the House passed the 
measure in an unconstitutional 
manner, the validity of the act 
probably cannot be contested, The 
Supreme Court held in such a case 
that no evidence could be pre- 
sented except the official record 
o flegislative proceedings on the 
bill, and that if the official record 
was silent on whether the amend- 
ments had been printed before the 
bill was passed it was presumed 
that they had been printed and 
copies furnished the legislators. 
The House Journal unquestion- 
ably will be silent on yesterday's 
Constitutional evasion.

COURT UPHOLDS 
AUSTRIANS INU. 
ON ALIEN STATUS 


Those Here When Coun- 
try Was Seized Are 
Held Not Subject to 
Nazi Citizen Decree. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19 (AP).— 
Austrian citizens who were in the 
United States when their country 
was absorbed by Germany are not 
enemy liens, according to a ruling 


of the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

The court held yesterday that 
the German decree of July 3, 1938, 
automatically making Austrians 
everywhere German citizens, could 
not impose German nationality on 
non-resident Austrians without 
their consent, : 

The ruling rejected a contention 
of the United States attorney’s 
office that the decree was valid 
and recognized by the United 
States. 

The court directed the Govern- 
ment to obtain a State Department 
opinion on whether this country 
has officially recognized the Nazi 
absorption of Austria. 


In making its decision the Ap- 


peals Court reversed a Federal 
Court that had dismissed a writ of 
habeas corpus and directed intern- 
ment as an enemy alien of Dr. 
Paul Schwarzkopf, a prominent 
metallurgist born in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia who at one time was a 
naturalized German but later be- 
came an Austrian citizen. 


crag apt was in this country 
when the Germans invaded Austria. 
The court ruled that he had the 
right of selecting his future citi- 
zenship, and was not bound by the 
German decree. 

Schwarzkopf's application for 
United States citizenship was pend- 
ing on Dec. 9, 1941, when he was 
taken into custody as an enemy 
alien. 

“In our view, an invader cannot, 
under international law, impose its 
nationality upon non-residents of 
the subjugated country without 
their consent, expressed or tacit,” 
the court said of the German de- 
cree, 

In Washington, State Depart- 
ment officials said the United 
States Government had never 
recognized the German absorption 
of Austria. 

The Government's position was 
given by Secretary Hull on July 27, 
1942, in these words: “This Gov- 
ernment has never taken the posi- 
tion that Austria was legally ab- 
sorbed into the German Reich.”

In some instances, Jones said, 
such purchases may involve resale 


“As to some conimodities, it 
would be desirable to license 
processors and handlers,” he said. 
“I think it is altogether desirable 
that the existing processor and 
wholesale and retail facilities be 
utilized.” 

He repeated that there would be 
no restrictions on agricultural pro- 
duction. 

“It will not be necessary,” he 
said, “to ask farmers to sign writ- 
ten contracts.” 

Jones said he expected to con- 
sult members of Congress, farmers 
and farm groups for advice and 
help in formulating details of the 
1944 program. He explained that if 
a better method than that of sup- 
porting farm prices can be found, 
he would be anxious to have it,

2 From Area on PT Boat Crushed 
By Jap Destroyer Are Rescued 


St. Louis and Belleville Seamen Saved Six 
Days After Being Given 
Up for Lost. j 


A sailor from St. Louis and one 
from Belleville were members of 
the crew of a Navy PT boat who 
were rescued six days after they 
had been given up for lost when 
a Japanese destroyer cut their lit- 
tle craft in half, an Associated 
Press dispatch from the United 
States torpedo boat base on New 
Georgia Island, revealed today. 

The St. Louis man was Edmond 
Mauer, 29 years old, a Navy ord- 
nanceman, son of Mrs. Helen 
Mauer, 4752 Goethe avenue. The 
Belleville sailor was Machinist's 
Mate Gerard Zinser, 24, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. William Zinser, 414A 
Second street, Belleville. His wife 
lives at Crocker, Mo. 

The PT boat was under com- 
mand of Lt. (jg) John F, Kennedy, 
a son of Joseph P. Kennedy, for- 
mer American Ambassador in Lon- 
don, Lt. Kennedy lost two mem- 
bers of his crew of 12 when the 
enemy destroyer rammed the 
American boat at estimated speed 
of 40 knots. 

Zinser suffered burns on both 
arms when the crew members were 
thrown into a sea blazing with 
high octane gasoline from the PT 
boat’s crushed tanks. Mowrer es- 
caped injury. 

Saved by Daring Venture. 

Crews of other PT boats pa- 
trolling in the area gave up all 
members of the crew for lost when 
they saw flames about the wrecked 
craft. However, all of the crew 
were rescued Aug. 8 by another

The officers and crewmen gave 
this story of their adventures: 

Four Japanese destroyers came 
down the Blackett Strait around 
the south coast of Kolombangara 
Island about 2:30 o’clock the morn- 
ing of Aug. 2. In a confused en- 
gagement that followed, the PTs 
claimed three torped hits and 
three probable hits on enemy 
ships. 

Some of the ships apparently 
succeeded in delivering supplies 
and reinforcements near Japan’s 
base at Vila, on Kolombangara, 
and were returning when one of 
them rammed Kennedy’s boat. 


“At first I thought it was a PT,” 
Kennedy related. “I think it was 
going at ‘least 40 knots. As soon 
as I decided it was a destroyer, I 
turned to make a torpedo run. 
However, we decided the range 
was too short for the torpedo to 
charge and explode. The destroy- 
er turned straight for us. 

Ripped Through PT Boat. 

“It all happened so fast there 
was a chance to do a thing,” 
Kennedy said. “The destroyer hit 
our starboard foreward gun sta- 
tion and sliced right through. I 
was in the cockpit. I looked up 
and saw a red glow and stream- 
lined stacks. Our tanks +-were 
ripped open, and gas was flaming 
on the water about 20 yards 
away.” 

Zinser and two other crewmen 
were thrown into the water. Ens. 
George H. Ross of Highland Park, 
Ill, rescued the Belleville man. 
Lt. Kennedy rescued one of the 
men, swimming with him an hour. 


Watertight bulkheads kept the 
bow of the PT boat afloat, and 
the crew took refuge there. They 
drifted toward the Japanese po- 
sitions on Kolombangara, but just 
before dawn the current changed. 

That afternoon Kennedy decided 
to abandon the bow section and 
try for a small island. Kennedy, 
a former member of the Harvard 
swimming team, reached the is- 
land, towing an_jnjured crewman. 
The others followed and remained 
on the island until all the cocoa- 
nuts on its two trees had been 
eaten, arid then swam to another 
island, where there were plenty 
of cocoanuts. 

Natives carried to the PT base 
a message Kennedy cut crudely 
on a cocoanut husk, and the res- 
cue was effected.

St. Louisans’ Advised, to See 
» That Numbers Are Put on 
Incoming Matter. 


It's only 1385 days until Christ- 
mas, and, if persons in the St, 
Louls postal area. want eir 
Christmas mail delivered on time, 
they had better start now to see 
that the new postal zone numbers 
are included on incoming mail, 
Postmaster W. Rufus Jackson ad- 
vised today. . 
The reason, he explained, is that 
only persons who have completed 
a 15-month training course can 
handle incoming mai] which does 
not bear zone numbers, and they 
are growing fewer as the draft 
continues to make inroads on 
postal employes. On the other 
hand, he pointed out, anybody who 
can read numbers can make the 
primary distribution of mail. 
The zone system was instituted 
here in May, and at the present 
time about 25 per cent of incoming 
mail bears the zone number. Jack- 
son expressed relative satisfaction 
with progress made so far, but 
hopes for more rapid improvement 
in the coming months. 
System Is Simple. 
The system is simple, The St, 
Louis postal area is divided into 
23 zones, including not only the 
city but most of the more populous 
areas of St. Louis County. All 
T\ residents and business houses were 
informed by postcard in June what 
zone they are in and were asked 
to have the sone number Included 
in mail addressed to them. For 
example:

St. Louis 6, Mo,

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But No One Knows 
Where It Started

HOUGH O. K. has become a global term with 
a goodly number of accepted meanings, its 
origin is as complete a mystery as the an- 
gwer to the age-old riddle “Which came first, 
the hen or the 
gTEéu YE nobooy Ly" egg?” <All we can 
See ot PAO yh say with certainty 
_— 0 HM — is that, originally, 
J O. K. was as singu- 
larly American as 
Yankee Doodle, and 
has been constantly 
on the American 
tongue since coloni- 

al days. 

* * * 
Most authorities 
still regard O. K. 
as either slang or 
colloquial. But it is certainly splitting hairs 
to deny a place in good usage to so pat 
and convenient an expression. The impeccable 
Woodrow Wilson used it freely in the form 
“okeh.” The ultra-correct Boston Weekly Globe, 
in 1888, used it without a single blush of shame: 
“A gentleman with a fine face, iron-gray hair, 
pleasant manners, and everything apparently O. 
K., walked into Texas Charley’s shooting gal- 
lery on Bleeker street yesterday, and, after prac- 
ticing at target for awhile, turned his revolver 
on himself and blew out such gray matter ag the 
Lord had endowed him with.” In the same/ year, 
The Missouri Republican advised a subscriber 
that “The expression ‘Please O. K. and return’ ts 
grammatically correct. O, K. is an active transi- 
tive verb.” 


“FR 


H. L. MENCKEN, in The American Language, 
states that O. K. “...has been borrowed by all 
the languages of Western Europe, and some of 
those of Asia,” and quotes the London bureau 
of the United Press as reporting on April 28, 
1932: “The American ‘O. K.’ is rapidly displacing 
the British ‘righto’ in everyday conversation in 
Great Britain, despite the opposition of educa- 
tors.” 


But how did the teum originate? There are 
enough theories to fill a good size book, but I 
shall mention only a few of the most interesting: 
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ONE. The dictionaries do not agree. Merriam- 
Webster's gives the origin as “probably from 
Choctaw oke, hoke, meaning ‘Yes, it is’.” Funk 
and Wagnalls’ theory is that it is an “abbrevia- 
tion of the humorous spelling ‘O]l Korrect’.” Mac- 
millan's thinks it may have come from the Choc- 
taw “okeh.” Winston’s makes the frank admis- 
sion, “Source uncertain.” 


TWO. O. K. is said to be a shortened form of 
the Greek expression “Ola Kalla,” meaning rough- 
ly, “It is correct.” But the Chancellor of the 
Royal Greek Legation at “Washington tells me 
that he doubts that the American O. K. has any 
connection with “Ola Kalla.” 


THREE. O. K. had its origin several hundred 
years ago in an expression common among Nor- 
wegian and Danish sailors: “H. G.” (pronounced 
*hah gay”), meaning “shipshape; ready for ac- 
tion.” H. G. was short for the Anglo-Saxon “hof 
gor,” meaning “ready for the sea.” 


FOUR. O. K. derives from omnis korrecta (all 
is correct), “supposed to have heen once used by 
schoomasters in marking examination papers.” 
— Mencken. 
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OTHER THEORIES noted in Mencken’s The 
American Language are: (a) It derives from the 
mame of a freight agent, Obediah Kelly, who 
signed office papers with his initials. (b) Keokuk, 
an Indian chief for whom Keokuk, Iowa, was 
named, was affectionately referred to as “Old 
Keokuk, he’s all right.” (c) The best rum of 
early days came from the Haitian port of Aux 
Cayes, pronounced “oh kay.” (d) In 1840, dur- 
ing a political parade, a banner proclaimed: “The 
People is Oll Korrect!” Whereupon, “The People 
is O. K.” became the popular battle cry. 
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PERHAPS THE oftenest repeated theory traces 
©. K. to the imperfect spelling of “Old Hickory” 
when he was President. Devere (Dictionary of 
Americanisms, 1872) declares that the theory is 
“as ludicrous in its origin as tenacious in its per- 
sistency.” Devere states: “The story goes that 
Gen. Jackson was not much at home in the art 
of spelling, and his friend and admirer, Maj. 
Jock Downing, found therefore no difficulty in 
convincing the readers of his ‘Letters’ that the 
President employed the letters ‘O. K.’ as an en- 
dorsement of applications for office, and other 
papers. They were intended to stand for ‘All 
Correct,” which the old gentleman preferred writ- 
ing ‘Oll Korrect,’ and hence they are used to 
this day, very much in the sense of the English 
‘All Right’.” 
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AND SO IT NOW becomes plain that the 
origin of the useful term must remain forever 
shrouded in obscurity. But we can be certain 
of one thing: the apt and euphonious O. K. is 
so firmly entrenched in the affections, not alone 
in America, but in every nook and corner of the 
world, that even the purists, who are traditionai- 
ly but futilely antagonistic toward any “non- 
classic” language innovation, must finally accede 
to public opinion and openly admit that it is 
O. K. to say “O. K.”

pressure, may turn into bullies as soon as they get inside their 
own homes,” he began, “Well, I have seen that same thing 
in dealing with employes. During the war, for example, when 
man power is scarce and wages are abnormally high, many 
workers try to be bullies, Intoxicated with power, they strike.

“THE AVERAGE DENTIST and physician with $10,000 
gunk in a technical-education, not to mention office equipment, 
doesn't net $70 per week. And school teachers with a Master's 
degree and 20 years of experience, don’t average anywhere near 
$70 per week during the war, it is the man in the Army or 
by the amount of time and intelligence required to learn the 
trade, plus the money or capital invested and the hazard to life 
in that occupation, plus the hours put in, If anybody deserved 
$70 per week during the war, it was the man in the Army or 
Navy who jeopardized his life for the sake of his country.

MY DAY

HYDE PARK, WEDNESDAY. 

HAVE just been reading a book 
| called “Khaki Is More Than a 

Color,” by Sgt. M. H, E. Mars- 
den. He tells the story of the boy, 
any boy, in our democratic Ameri- 
can army, how he feels when he 
goes in, how he adjusts to the new 
way of life, how he learns to drill 
and to use a rifle. It is an excel- 
lent commentary on the fact that 
we did not bring up a generation 
of. young men to conquer the 
world. | 

It is the story about the ups and 
downs of our men in training. 
There is none of the excitement 
that comes in a book when @ man 
is telling his actual fighting ex- 
periences. Here is a boy who loves 
music, who makes the remark 
when he goes home on leave: “At 
dinner it seemed strange to see 
the candles, the silver and the 
white cloth. I can’t seem to get 
used to thinks like that.” 

How quickly our boys adjust to 
what has to be done, getting down 
to the real necessities of life, learn- 
ing how to make their own beds 
and wash their own clothes, re- 
joicing when they get a decent 
mess, but somehow worrying 
through with whatever they have 
to eat and wherever they have eat 
it. They wash their owh canteen 
kits when they use them, pass in 
line to leave their plates when 
they are in barracks, sometimes 
being told like children what to 


eat by topsergeants, who do not do 

it quite as gently as it was done at 

home when they were young. 
Once grown accustomed to living 


with an army of men around 


them, they say to themselves 
when they go home, as Sgt. Hars- 
den does, “I suppose that in time 
I will get used to living with so 
few people in my life.” They love 
these few people and rejoice in 
their leaves and the opportunity 
to be with them, and yet have 
learned the lesson of companion- 
ship which comes to the man in 
the ranks when he lives so inti- 
mately with the men around him. 

These men grow very close and 
yet, when they have to separate, 
that is accepted as part of the 
fortunes of war. Perhaps the 
deepest lesson of ail is that a man 
stands by himself on his own feet 
and carries his own burdens. 

Christmas in camp and the 
knowledge that now they are 
trained and the closing words of 
the book probably epitomize the 
way a lot of boys feel when they 
know they are off. No exact time 
is set, but it is soon and they 
have a sense of plunging into the 
dark. “I wound my watch and 
laid it on the desk, I can hear it 
there now ticking away the time.” 
The time before what? Before the 
great adventure from which some 
boys will return and some will 
not.

NOW IT IS possible and reason- 
able to conclude from these known 
facts that in some people with mi- 
graine or paroxysmal Meniere’s 
syndrome their bodily mechanism 
is such that every once in a while 
the liver lets loose a fload of his- 
tamine into the blood stream, 
which might account for their 
symptoms. 

These constitute one group— 
there is another group in whom 
the attack is accompanied by con- 
traction of the blood vessels and 
rise in blood pressure. Théy cor- 
respond to the “red” and “white” 
migraines of the famous founder 
of electric treatment, du _ Bois-

but in exactly different manners

HILDREN need the guidance 
C and at times, the forceful au- 
thority of their elders to keep 
them safe, healthy and in good 
spirit.

NE of the most remarkable 
() teatures of bridge is that an 

opening lead which appears to 
be 100 per cent sound and incap- 
able of costing a trick actually 
gives declarer the opportunity to 
bring home his contract. For ex- 
ample, consider this case:

The bidding:

North might well have doubled 
five clubs instead of going to five 
spades since, on the singleton 
diamond lead by South, he would 
have defeated the opponents 500 
points, but it must be admitted 
that he secured an even more 
favorable result at the five spade 
doubled contract. ‘ 


West opened what 99 out of 100 
players would also open, namely, 
the diamond king. This certainly 
looked harmless, but actually it 
was fatal. At the second trick, 
West shifted to’ the spade king, 
but too late!, Dummy’s ace won 
and declarer ruffed a diamond, 
then returned to the club ace and 
ruffed the last diamond. Next a 
low heart was led to the ace and 
dummy’s remaining club was 
ruffed away. Now came the coup 
de grace: West was thrown on lead 
with the spade queen, and that 
was the end of the defense, inas- 
much as West could not exit with- 
out surrendering a trick. A dia- 
mond or club return would be 
ruffed in the closed hand while 
dummy discarded a heart, whereas 
on West's actual return of the 
heart ten, declarer did not have 
to worry about a heart loser. 


Without intending to criticise 
West's opening lead, it still is a 
fact that a more judicious choice 
would have led to a radically dif- 
ferent outcome. Observe what 
would have happened if West, in- 
stead of shifting to the spade king 
at the second trick, had led that 
card originally. Dummy’s ace 
would win but now declarer would 
find it impossible to strip dummy 
of diamonds and clubs. He could 
lead a diamond with that inten- 
tion but West, after winning, 
‘would merely have to cash the 
spade queen, then exit with a dia- 
mond or a club. Eventually de 
clarer himself would have to at- 
tack the heart suit and West’s 
tenace position in that suit would 
assure him of the setting trick. ¢ 


It is asking a great deal of any 
player to foresee the possible re- 
sult of such an opening as the 
diamond king, but on close analy- 
sis the spade king is a better lead.
